Civic center urged

Unified Madison- Clair 
Counties support for signing of 
Senate Bill 166, creating a 


regional Exposition and Per- 
forming Arts Authority, was 
urged at a news conference 
Friday by the sponsor, State 
Senator Sam Vadalabene. 

Speaking in Collinsville, the 
Edwardsville Democratic 
legislator said = misun- 
derstanding of the proposal 
apparently is prompting ‘some 
to oppose it. Rather than 
competing with, it would sup- 
plement the scheduled new St. 
Louis conyention center, he 
asserted 

Saying the proposed facility 
might best be called a civic 
cenfer, Sen. Vadalabene 


stressed that it would serve a 
wide number of uses and could 
become self-supporting after 
two years. 

Backing up the bonds would 
be an account created in 1947 to 
finance bonuses to World War II 
veterans. The fund was con- 
verted in 1967 to the rebuilding 
of McCormick Place in Chicago. 


Its sources are taxes on 
cigarettes and on parimutucl 
betting. 


“The presence of two'major 
race tracks in the two 
counties plus the large 
population base of this tegion, 
means that millions of dollars 
originally generated here 
have been going to Chicago 
Substantial excess revenue is 
accumulating in this fund,” 
the senator told newsmen. 


“This proposal is far and 
away the best way for us to 
get this money back and 
working for the benefit of this 
area. 

“The public needs fuller 
understanding of the tremen- 
dous, potential Bill 166 
represents. Once it is un- 
derstood, I feel all will urge 
Gov. Walker to sign the 
legislation.” 

With Sen. Vadalabene at the 
news conference was Dr. John 
Paul Davis, SIUE legal counsel. 
He and Gene Graves, formerly 
of SIUE, helped draft Bill 166. 

It was noted that the 
Exposition and Performing 
Arts Authority, governed by a 
12-member board to be ap- 
pointed by the governor, would 
have no taxing powers 


The-board would choose a 
committee to recommend a 
site About 6@ to 75 acres would 
be needed, it was estimated 

Dt. Davis said that if a tract 
at SIUE is-desired, it could be 
transferred to the authority free 
or for $1, since the facility would 
help meet the campus’ need for 
a sports arena. 

Sen. Vadalabene urged that 
the’ site be convenient to all 
areas of Madison-St. Clair 
Courfies, and that there be 
adequate land readily availabe 
with minimal restrictions. He

Metal Services 
expanding plant 


Metal: Services, Inc. located 
at No. 9 Fox Industrial Park, 
Madison, is expanding its 
operating facilities: by 50 per 
cent, according to David Jones, 
president. 

Installation of a high-speed 
steel processing line with new 
automated equipment is un- 
derway and will require about 
three months to complete. 

Metal Services is a subsidiary 
of Piper Industries, Inc., and is 
financing the project through 
sale of industrial project 
revenue bonds. 

The building in which the 
company is located originally 
was owned by Diversified 


Industries which sold the plant 
to the city of Madison.The city, 
in turn, leased it to Metal Ser- 
vices. 

Metal Services currently 
employs 40 plant workers and 10 
office employes. The new ex- 
pansion program will increase 
the number of employes, Jones 
said. 

The company maintains a 
service center operation, 
acquiring coils of steel from 
mills and converting them into 
sheets of steel of narrow widths.

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Record budget for 
city —*6,329,525

A record high 1974-75 budget 
of $6,329,525—projecting a 
deficit of approximately 
$800,000 in general fund 
operating costs—is scheduled to 
be submitted to the Granite City 
‘Council for final action in 
tonight's regular meeting at 
City Hall. 

While the final draft of the 
new appropriation measure 
shows anticipated expenditures 
for’ all purposes are $749,302 
higher than last year’s overall 
budget, part of crease is 
absorbed by budget items of the 
federal revenue sharing funds. 

The budget projects ex- 
penditures of $5,242,691 in the 
general fund and the city’s 
separate tax levy accounts, and 
anticipated costs of $1,086,834 in 
revenue sharing monies. 

Council action is expected 
following a public hearing on 
the budget for revenue sharing 
funds.

No public hearing is required on 
that portion of the appropriation 
bill involving general fund and 
special account items. 

The final draft of the budget 
climaxes five months of study, 
meetings and consultations 
between council members, city 
finance officials and depart- 
ment heads in an effort to keep 


expenditures of the current 
fiscal year at a minimum and 
thus avoid an even higher 
deficit, At least two tentative 
budget drafts were presented to 
council members earlier this 
year by the council’s finance 
committee headed by Gerald 
Parmley of the Sixth Ward. 

Of the total of $5,242,691 
budgeted for city operating 
expenses—excluding all 
revenue sharing items— 





$1,127,488 is appropriated for 
accounts which have separate 
tax levy income or revenue 
from sources other than 
taxation. 

These include the public 
library, police and fire pen- 
sions, general obligation bonds, 
arterial street maintenance and 
operation of the city’sasewage 
treatment plant. 

This leaves a total budget of

MRS, OLIVE STALLINGS

Mrs. Stallings resided at 3775

She had lived her entire life in 
Granite City before moving to 
California about 15 years ago. 

Special honors were accorded 
Mrs. Stallings by the Madison 
County Historical Society and 
civic and state officials in 
ceremonies here in May 1958. 

She was commended for her 
service to the community and

Headache ball hits school, memories 


The 60-year-old three-story 
brick structure at 2ist Street 
and Delmar Avenue has not 
been a center of educational 
activity for more than a year. 

But until actual demolition 
began Friday, the impending 
demise of Central School had 
not fully struck home to many of 
the thousands of former 
students. 

Now, the razing is a visible 
fact, prompting a surge ‘of 
nostalgic recollections. 

While the building itself helps 
to focus their thoughts, the 
memories primarily are of 
people — former classmates 
and members of the faculty. 

Many teachers served at 
Central for long periods of time, 
some instructing several 
generations of local families. 

Granite City’s public school 
history dates back 80 years, and 
Central School itself existed for 
the last six decades of that span. 

Professor L. P. Frohardt, 
founder of the Granite City 
public school system, recalled 
in 1922 that “there was urgent 
need for a separate high school 
building. The people responded 
willingly with an overwhelming 

vote in favor of the proposition 
at the annual election in April 
1913. 

“The Webster addition and 
the Logan School were com- 
pleted and occupied in the 
autumn that year, but the high 
school (Central School) was not 
completed till the following 
spring. 

“In April 1914, the high school

“This was based, of course, 
on the unwarranted assumption 
that a Regional Port Authority 
had a superior right to take in 
the port facilities of these neigh- 
boring counties and incorporate 
them into a regional authority. 

“When you personally came 
to St. Charles on July 3 to 
discuss the situation with the 
judges of the County Court and 
certain other ‘interested 
citizens, you were frank to say 
that you didn’t know at the time 
what the outcome of the current 
confusion would be. 

“*You mentioned that the 
attorneys for the East-West 
Gateway Coordinating Council 
were working up a plan of 
procedure to effect an orderly 
development of port facilities. 

“You kept assuring us that St. 
charles would have its own

“We took this to mean that we 
would have certification by the 
Transportation Commission 

..that we would not be sub- 
ject to any other port 
authority...and not subject to 
regulation by any state or port 
authority agency excepting the 
Transportation Commission. 

“Now, though, we are con- 
fronted Sy an attempt to switch 
control of Missouri’s port 
authorities to the Bi-State 
Development Agency an 
agency which is vested with 
absolutely no authority over 
port facilities in the Port 
Authority Act. 

“This attempt is clearly in- 
dicated in a Memorandum of 
Cooperative Understanding 
which, we are informed will be 
discussed at a meeting of 
representatives of the Bi-State 
Development Agency and the 
East-West Gateway Coor- 
dinating Council Port Authority 
Task Force. . 

“At one point __ this 
memorandum says that A. T. 
Kearney, Inc., management 
consultants, recommends the 
establishment of a regional port 
authority. 

“What the memorandum 
neglects to mention is that 
Kearney recommends that this 
step be taken only after four 
intermediate steps have been 
taken. 

“Kearney suggests that 
before trying to create a 
regional port authority, the 
possibility of strong resistance 
by local governments should be 
considered. Second, to consider 
the possibility that the need for 
a regional port authority might 
not have existed in the first 
place 

“Third, to provide adequate 
guarantees that the provisions 
of the Kearney report be 
protected from subversion by 
adequate supervision. 

“Mayor Williams of East St. 
Louis suggested that super- 
vision of the report be provided 
through a committee of six 
responsible individuals—three 
from Missouri and three from 


» Whinois. 
“The Memorandum — of 
Cooperative Understanding 


states that the Bi-State Agency 
would undertake to develop the 
facilities recommended by the 
East-West Gateway Coort 
dinating Council without 
limitation,’ the St. Chrales 
officials’ letter continued. 
“Actually, the bi-state 
compact  places_ certain 
limitations on what the Bi-State 
Development Agency can do in 
certain areas without getting 
the approval of the govern- 


ments of local communities 
involved. 
**Bi-State, therefore, 


presumably would be required 
to submit its port authority 
plans to local governments. 

“The Missouri-Illinois bi- 
state compact says under 
Article III, ‘Nothing contained 
in this compact shall impair the 
powers of any municipality to 
develop or improve terminal or 
other facilities.’ Here again the 
Bi-State authority to act without 
limitation is refuted. 

“It should-also be noted that 
‘Yhere are further limitations on 
the ability of Bi-State to 
develop, operate and maintain 
port plans by its lack of 
authority to take the property of 
any state, city, county, borough 
or. village without the per- 
mission of the municipalities. 

“The bi-state compact would

$4,115,203 for general operating 
expenses, against which the city 
expects revenue of ap- 
proximately $3,328,268, in- 
cluding taxes, state sales tax 
allotments and state income tax 
allocations. 

On this basis, the deficit will 
range from about $785,000 to 
$800,000, depending upon the. 
city's exact amount of income. 
Present figures are projected 
against an anticipated 95 per 
cent tax collection in 1975, or an 
estimated tax income of 
$1,205,276 for general fund 
purposes. 

Other estimated revenue 
during the 1974-75 year includes 
$878,500 in state sales tax 
allotments, $350,000 in state 
income tax revenue, $55,000 in 


~ parking meter fees, $446,992 in 


licenses, permits and other fees 
and $382,000 in flood disaster aid 
funds. 

The budget of $1,086,834 in 
revenue sharing accounts in- 
volves federal monies received 
during entitlement periods two, 
three, four and five. The funds 
have been budgeted to pay for 
many city services and’ con- 
siderable equipment that 
otherwise would have to be 
financed out of general funds. 

Among these is a total of 
$74,999 for construction of new: 
sidewalks in varying amounts 
in each of the city’s seven 
wards. The budget for en- 
titlement period two also sets up 
$32,523 for payment of wages in 
arterial street improvements 
and another item of $77,174 for 
wages in general government 


and financial administration 
departments. 
Major items budgeted for 


revenue sharing funds of en- 
titlement period three include 
$109,411 for construction of a 


new fire house, $15,226 for 
rewiring the City Hall and 
$40,634 for stormwater 


drainage. 

Largest revenue sharing 
appropriation is for entitlement 
period four—a total of $525,699— 
which includes $42,000 for a new 
asphalt spreader and roller for 
the street department, $50,000 
for purchase of asphalt and 
$34,000 for purchase of four 
street department dump trucks. 

‘That budget also appropriates 
$350,000 for sanitary sewer 
repairs—an item that will help 
pay off a $1,688,000 repair cost 
resulting from broken sewer 
lines since February 1973. 

This item, which will pay off 
part of last year’s repair bill is 
in*addition to $575,399 ap- 
propriated in the general 
operating budget for main- 


tenance of sewers, $500,000 of © 


which is earmarked specifically 
for repair work. 

The total revenue sharing 
budget of $1,086,834 for the four 
entitlement periods compares 
with $786,641 in similar funds 
appropriated for 
fiscal year. Thus this year’s 
budget reflects an increase of 
$300,193 over last year’s 
revenue sharing budget. 

The new operating budget 
includes salary increases of 
$118,834 which brings this year's 
anticipated payroll over the $2 
million mark. Last year’s 
payroll totaled $1,902,836. 

In some instances, projected 
operating expenditures for 
some of the city’s major 
departments show only slight 
increases over last year’s 
budget figures, but this is made 
possible by transferring ex- 
pected costs of some of the 
departmental purchases or 
services to one of-the revenue 
sharing accounts. . 

For example, this year’s total 
operating budget for the Fire 
Department is $605,556, a 
decrease of $789 below last 
year’s 606,345 despite salary 
increases of $62,278. 

This was made possible by 
placing an appropriation of 
$50,000 for a new fire truck in 
the revenue sharing accounts 
and trimming the cost of in- 
surance by approximately 
$8,000. Last year’s budget in- 
cluded $40,000 for a fire truck 
and $41,405 for insurance in the 
regular operating budget. 

‘Other major departmental 
appropriations in the new 
budget include $455,751 for the 
Street department, up from last 
year's $400,514. Street depart- 
ment salaries in the new budget 
total $316,045, up from $235,081. 

A total of $739,123 is set up in 
the new budget for the Police 
department, up from $655,111 
appropriated last year. Police 
department salaries in the new 
budget total $580,368, increased 
from $503,649 last year. 

The new appropriation for 
general government purposes is 


set at $221,482, up slightly from” 


$215,292. 
The appropriation for air 
pollution control includes 


$31,654 in city funds and $35,700 
in federal funds, compared to 
$23,622 in city funds and $26,558

MACOMB — Should the 
ghostly shade of one of the old 
Beardstown-Galena stage- 
coaches attempt a return run 
through Argyle Hollow in 
McDonbugh County, it’s in for 
a wet passage. 

Today, Argyle Hollow is oc- 
cupied by Argyle Lake, the fo- 
cal point of the state park it 
gives its name in western I1li- 
nois, seven miles west of 
Macomb off U.S, 136. 

There was a time when the 
high-wheeled cumbersome 
coaches, drawn by four 
horses, did rumble on a regu- 
lar schedule through the Hol- 
low which was then a part of 
the old stage route northwest 
from Beardstown to Galena. 
Then, Galena was one of the 
most important cities in the 
state, and. for years the 
coaches made several trips 
weekly, in and out. 

‘The state acquired the 1,051- 
acre park in 1948 and the lake, 
93 acres in area with nearly 
six miles of shoreline, was 
completed the next year. 

Early settlers in McDon- 
ough County were Scots, and 
a group of them formed the 
first Cumberland Presbyteri- 
an Church, which initially met 
at the nearby home of a mem- 
ber. In 1854 the congregation 
moved to Argyle Presbyteri- 





an Church in an area now 
near the western part of the 
park. Nostalgia for Scotland 
apparently led them to name 
their new community for the 
famed Argyle County in their 
homeland. 

The wooded areas in Argyle 
Lake State Park are believed 
to be at least in part virgin 
timber. There are foxes, rac- 
coons, mink, muskrats, 
beaver, skunk, rabbits, quail, 
squirrels, weasels and opos- 
sum in the area and occasion- 
ally, deer arc seen. Because 
of its variety of trees and 
flowers as well as wildlife, the 
park is used by Western IIli- 
nois State University at 
Macomb, and other area 
schools, as an outdoor labora- 
tory. 

The geologist as well as the 
biologist and botanist finds 
much of interest in the Argyle 
Lake vicinity — outcroppings 
of coal, iron ore, stone and 
clay abound. 

Iron at one time attracted 
early Indians into the area, 
and it also drew early white 
settlers, but today iron plays 
no great part in local econo- 
my. Coal mining nearby was 
once an important industry, 
and today several limestone 
quarries still function, while 
the making of brick and tule 
from the clay deposits is a sig-

nificant industry. 


For the visitor, Argyle Lake 
State Park has four picnic 
areas, with tables, stoves, wa- 
ter and playground equip- 
ment, and there is a conces- 
sion stand. Camp spaces for 
tent and trailer camping are 
available with electric outlets 
and a disposal station for 
trailers. In summer, a park 
interpreter conducts informa- 
tional-recreational activities. 


Argyle Lake was stocked 
soon after it was completed, 
but its 40-foot maximum 
depth did not produce ade- 
quate food. In 1970, the lake 
was drained, rough fish were 
removed and the lake re- 
stocked with Bluegill, red- 
ear, channel catfish, large- 
mouth bass and crappie, 
which still flourish. 4 

There are rental boats 
available, as well as docks, 


~ and one boat launch. 


Even in winter Argyle Lake 
is popular, for skating, ice 
fishing and sledding. 

The Illinois Conservation 
Department requires advance 
registration of any group of 25 
or more persons, and also re- 
quires that there be at least 
one responsible adult for each 
15 minors \in groups with 
youngsters.

The site was 
given by his heirs to the state, 
and it was opened to the pub- 
lic in 1943. 

At.one time the powerful 
Tilinj confederation of Indians 
had their homes in the part of 
Gilindis which includes ‘the 
present park. In the autumn 

_ £679 .a'French adventurer, 
Ren}Robert Cavelier, Sieur 
de LaSalle, came to the area 
and built Fort St. Louis atop 
jhe wutcrop known as Starved 
Rock.

Looming up out of the trees,

sculptor Lorado Taft soars to 
mre than 48 feet, weighs ap- 
proximately 100 tons and is 
betieved to be the second 
largest concrete monolithic 
Statue in the world. 

The public gave him the 
name Black Hawk. Taft 
planned the statue as a tribute 
to all the generations of Indi- 
ans who must have stood, in 
this same pose, at this site

The outdoor charm of the 
site was already apparent in 
1898 when Wallace Heckman, 
a distinguished Chicago attor- 
ney who for many years was 
business manager of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago, purchased 
the area. He and his wife, both 
ardent out-of-doors enthusi- 
asts, created a Chicago art- 
ists' colony on the property, 
giving it-the name “Eagles’ 
Nest,”” from a tall,- gaunt, 
dead cedar clinging to the 
bluff.. The Heckmans, as 
patrpns of the arts, provided a 
umber of cabins on the 
colony property, and over the

DECATUR, Ill. — Good 
iiings- decidedly come in 
smal] * packages at Spitler 
Woods State Park, eight miles 
sdut west of Decatur and a 
fialf mile east of Mt. Zion, off 
BY. ltt.

Tre little park is only 202 
acres, but it contains one of 
the ‘ew remaining stands of 
virgin timber in the entire 
state. Mrs. Ida B. Spitler, 
from whom the park takes its 
name, was a nature lover all 
her- ife, and consistently re- 
fusel to permit hunting or the 
cutting of any timber on the 
giami. As a result, the wide 
yarivties of trees and shrubs 
native to Iinois remained un- 
altered on the property which 
ajso became a haven for ani- 
njalg.and birds. Today, Spitler 
VYoods remains to offer a sug- 
gestion of the territory which 
riust have greeted early set- 
tiers, when much of east*cen- 
tral Illinois was forested like 
this remaining tract. 

‘In 1939, two years after Mrs. 
Spitler donated the land to the 
state to assure its preserva- 
tion, WPA workers doing the 
development work found two 
large depressions in the 
woods, which are believed to 
-have been caused by the back 
scratching and rolling of the 
“bison which once teemed in 
the area. 

With its varied trees tower- 
ing over shady ravines, and 
undergrowth dotted with wild 
flowers, Spitler Woods re- 
mains much as it must have 
been in April, 1821, when the 
frst survey was made. At that 
time, the terrain of the region 
vas described as gently roll- 





produced the spectacular 
chief canyon, nearly 200 feet 
deep and ranging from 50 to 
150 feet in width. 

Also present are beds of 
sandstone, shale, clay, coal, 
and limestone from the so- 
called Pennsylvania or Coal 
Measures system. Water 
from the St. Peter sandstone 
seeps out along canyon walls 
and, in evaporating, leaves 
brilliant displays of color on 
the rocks from the minerals it 
had carried in solution. 
Mineral springs surface at 
several points in the park, all 
different in composition, and 
are probably the lure which 
once made the park a haven 
for deer. 

Lush growths which once 
were common and now are 
rare in Illinois can still be 
found in Matthiessen State 
Park. Ferns, velvety mosses, 
and liverworts thrive,. and 
stands of many indigenous 
trees remain in wide variety. 
Bittersweet and Virginia 
creeper hurl banners from the 
canyon walls, and wild 
flowers flourish in abundance 
from the spring Hepatica, 
wild geranium, Dutchman's 
breeches and _ bloodroot, 
through summer species and 
ending with asters and 
goldenrod in the fall, 

Small animals abound — 
rabbits, raccoons, opossums, 
muskrats, moles and field 
mice. There are flying squir- 
rels as well as red and gray 
squirrels, and some wild deer 
are seen. More than 50 
varieties of birds can be 
counted. 

The park offers two picnic 
areas with tables, outdoor 
stoves, playground equipment 


tors, architects and 
others. 

Taft's massive figure of the 
stylized Indian was dedicated 
in 1911. Presiding was Frank 
0. Lowden, who was to be- 
come Illinois’ governor, hold- 
ing that office during World 
War I 

Taft died in 1936 but the 
colony continued until 1942, 
when the last artists, de 
parted. Gov. Lowden diéd in 
1943 and $25,000 was appropri- 
ated toward the cost of a me- 
morial to him. Citizens of 
nearby Oregon and the area 
matched the amount and the 
207-acre tract became Low- 
den State Park in 1945. Six 
years later a 66-acre section, 
which included the former 
“Eagles’ Nest,’ was trans- 
ferred to Northern Illinois 
University at DeKalb. That 
site is known now as the Lo- 
rado Taft Field Campus and is 
used year-round for natural 
science courses. The.remain- 
ing structures were renovated 
by Industrial Arts classes to 
serve as a center for outdoor 
teacher education. 

Lowden State Park offers 
picnic tables, drinking water, 
park stoves, and outdoor 
toilets for picnickers, and 
winter picnicking is also per- 
mitted, with water available. 
Limited electricity and a 
sanitary station are available 
for trailers, with a refresh- 
ment stand operating in the 
camp area during the warm 
months. > 

Nearly four miles of good 
foot trails wind through the

ing woods containing chiefly 
oak, hickory, walnut and 
maple trees. There was also 
sassafras growing abundantly 
here, which must have made 
the area popular with early 
pioneers who considered a 
good hot batch of sassafras 
tea, prepared from the dried 
root bark, a spring essential 
to “clear’’ the blood which 
had become sluggish after the 
winter. 

Today the trees remain, 
thanks to Mrs. Spitler, 
sheltering deer, rabbits, 
squirrels, opossum, raccoons, 
and field and deer mice. Be- 
neath the trees blossom the 
dogtooth violets, jack-in-the- 
pulpit, Dutchman’s-breeches, 
wild geranium, buttercup, 
mayapple, red trillium, black- 
eyed Susan, woodland sun- 
flower, Solomon's seal, blue- 
bells and anemones. 

Appropriately for a park 
whose main attraction is its 
scenery, Spitler Woods State 
Park contains five trails 
which wind through approxi- 
mately five miles of parkland. 
To restore the inner man after 
the hikes, there are two picnic 
areas in shaded locations 
close by parking facilities, 
with picnic tables, camp 
stoves, drinking fountains, 
and flush and pit - toilets. 
There are also a small pla: 
ground, and a baseball dia- 
mond. 

A. large enclosed shelter 
building is also located in-the 
park, providing space for 
family reunions, meetings 
and special events. Advance 
reservation must be made 
with the park ranger.

either women or men could 
serve. 

“We don't earmark these jobs 
just for women, That would be 
discriminating against men. 
But we open them to men and 
women alike, on their merits. 

“In our office, we provide 
equal pay for equal work. It is 
the law. And it is up to women 
as a group to see that laws for 
equal pay are enforced and 
their coverage expanded. 

“It would be to any 
employer's advantage to 
provide qualified women a 
chance for better jobs, just to

New federal career 
examination policy 


The U.S. Civil Service 
Commission has announced 
that the Federal Service 
Entrance Examination will be 
repinced in October by a new 
Professional and 
Administrative Career 
Examination (PACE). 

The announcement was 
released by David R. Van Horn, 
director of University 
Placement at Southern Illinois 
University at Edwardsville. 

PACE will serve as a prin- 
cipal means of entry into 
federal civil service for college 
graduates and others with 
appropriate responsible work 


experience. 

It will be used to fill a variety 
of entrance-level positions of a 
professional, administrative or 
technical nature. 

Specialized civil service 
examinations covering 
professional positions in 
engineering, science, ac- 
counting and some other 
fields—as well as separate 
examinations for positions at 
grades above entry fields—will 
eontinue unchanged. 


A major difference in the new 
examination plan is that a 
separate management intern 
option will not be included 
during the first year of 
operation. 

Civil Service Commission 
Chairman Robert E. Hampton 
said, “The Federal Service 
Entrance Examination ‘has 
served the nation well. Since it 
was first announced in 1955, 
federal agencies have used it to 
fill more than 165,000 positions 


“But we have reached the 
point where many changes have 
taken place in government 
occupations, and many ad- 
vances have been made in the 
identification of abilities needed 
for successful job performance. 
It is time for these im 
provements to be reflected in" 
new examination procedure.” 

The new PACE examination 
will be issued in October. The 
first written test is planned for 
November 1974 and subsequent 
exams will be held monthly 
from January through May of 
1975.

New food stamp regulations 


The Food and Nutrition 
Service (FNS) of the U‘S. 
Department of Agriculture has 
issued new regulations for the 
food stamp program. 

The regulations implement 
amendments to the Food Stamp 
Act contained in the Agriculture 
and Consumer Protection Act of 
1973 (Public Law 93-86). They 
also include revisions resulting 
from the Supreme Court 
decision that the ‘“‘tax depen- 
dency’’ and “relatedness” 
provisions are unconstitutional, 
and make other necessary 
changes in the program, 

The new regulations became 
effective Monday. States must 
complete implementation of the 
new provisions which directly 
relate to the certification of 
households by Nov. 1, for all 
new applications and any 
subsequent applications, and by 
March 1, 1975, for all other 
households. 

The new regulations make the 
following changes: 

—Broaden eligibility 
categories to include the elderly 
in federally sponsored housing, 
and drug addicts and alcoholics 
in private nonprofit residential 
treatment facilities. 

—Allow the elderly to use food 
coupons to purchase meals in 
specified communal dining 
situations. 

—Require states to give 
welfare recipients the option to 
have the costs of their coupons 
deducted from their grant and 
the coupons mailed to them. 
(States must implement this 
provision by July 1, 1975.) 

—Ailow recipients affected by 
the unavoidable breakdown of 
food stamp equipment to apply 
for food stamps under 
emergency eligibility stan- 
dards. 

—Require that income in- 
elude the actual value of 
housing received in kind from 
anemployer but not in excess of 
$25 per month. 

—Allow households living in 


remote areas of Alaska to use 
food coupons to purchase 
certain hunting and fishing 
equipment for procuring food. 
—Require that recipients be 
citizens of the United States or 
legally permanent residents. 
—Ban participation by 
strikers after a court has 
determined the strike illegal. 
—Reduce from 15 to 10 days 
the advance notice period given 
households whose benefits are 
being reduced or terminated. 
—Provide for a standard 
utility allowance unless the 
recipient can verify his actual 
costs. 
—Require recipients to report 
changes in their income and 
deductions within 10 days, if the 


change is $25 or more. 
Similarly, states must act on 
such changes within 10 days. 

—Prohibit states from using 
personnel or facilities from 
either side of a strike or lockout 
to certify households for the 
food stamp program. 

—Require that after 30 days 
from the date of registration for 
employment all able-bodied 
food stamp recipients accept 
jobs outside their major field of 
experience. 

Public comments were in- 
vited when the regulations were 
published in proposed form in 
the Federal Register on Jan. 28. 
FNS received over 2,000 
comments which were con- 
sidered in the finalization of the 
regulations. 


Restaurant closing hour 
request denied by GC 


A request to order a 
restaurant on Nameoki Road to 
close its drive-through facility 
at midnight each night was 
rejected by the Granite City. 
Council last week. 

City Attorney George Filcoff 
said such an order would 
necessitate closing all 
restaurants in the city at 
midnight or the city might face 
legal action for discrimination. 

Filcoff did say city officials 
could ask for the voluntary 
cooperation of the restaurant 
operator in closing the drive- 
through lane at midnight. 

Aldermen indicated they had 
received numerous complaints 
from residents who reside near 
the restaurant of loud car 
engines and other noise there 
most of the night. 

The council approved several 
recommendations of the city 
Plan Commission and Board of 
Zoning Appeals, but overruled 
both boards on one case.

To the Editor: 
Months ago I test: before 
the House and Senate 
Committees and pointed out 
that Gov. Walker’s demand that 
the lawmakers give him direct 
authority to hire $3,900,000 
worth of attorneys to conduct 
the state’s legal business 
violated the Illinois “Con- 
stitution, 

This was based on a June 1972 
unanimous ruling by the Illinois 
Supreme Court— 

That the attorney general “is 
the sole official adviser of the 
executive officers and of all 
boards, commissions and 
departments of the state 
government, and it is his duty to , 
conduct the law business of the 
state, both in and out of the 
courts,"” 

I raised this point not only 
because Gov. Walker had 
developed a virtual army of 
lawyers who were giving 
conflicting legal opinions—and 
refusing to allow the attorney | 
general’s office access to the 
legal files of the state—but 
because Walker’s lawyers were 
actually going to court and 
jeopardizing the legal position 
of the state. 

The proper. place to correct 
this situation isin the 
legislature, since the legislators 
make the laws of the state, not 


thought was a run around from 
the ICC. 

Now we have the unnecessary 
death July 4 of Lynda Atkinson, 
age 19, that could have been 
prevented with crossing lights 
at these intersections. 

I enclosed the photographs 
from the Granite City Press- 
Record showing the condition of

The most disheartening 
number, an official one, is 
provided by the Treasury 
Department. 

As of June 30, 1973, the un- 
funded liability of the system 
was $2.1 trillion. 

Another way of putting it is 
this: 

In a vefy real economic 
sense, the national debt is at 
least $2.1 trillion larger than the 
politicians say it is. 

If, as of June 30, 1973, the 
system had refused to accept 
new workers, saying it would 
only collect’ taxes and pay 
benefits to those already 
covered, its outlays over the 
next 75 years would exceed 
receipts by $2.1 trillion, plus 
market rates of interest com- 
pounded annually. 

In the last year, this number 
has grown by about $300 billion. 
. So far, Congress has blinked 
away this enormous pool of debt 
by passing a law that defines 
“actuarial souridness.” 


Its reasoning is that the SSS 
would never close off to new 
work-force entrants, hence 
there would always be new 
workers to pay the benefits to 
the new recipients. 

By the Congressional 
“dynamic assumptions” 
definition of actuarial sound- 
ness, the system is only in 
deficit by $62 billion, spread 
over the next 75 years. 

As it happens, for the 
dynamic assumptions method 
to hold up, the assumptions 
have to be as dynamic in reality 
as they were on the planning 
boards. They have not been. 

Working on the 1960 Census 
figures, the Social Security 
bureaucrats projected a 1964-65 
birthrate gradually declining 
from 21 per 1,000 to 20 per 1,000, 
and then climbing again. 

Instead, the  birthrate 
dropped like a stone throughout 
the period and now stands at 
around 15 per 1,000. 

The bureaucrats projected a 
growth in real wages over the 
period of 2.1 per cent a year; 


between 1965 and 1973 real wage 
growth averaged 1.7 per cent. 

The errors imply much higher 
taxes are required to sustain 
benefit levels, and of course 
imply economic insanity if 
Congress continues to hike 
benefit levels 

How much higher taxes? 

In their “Actuarial Audit of 
the Social Security System,” 
Robert Kaplan of « Carnegie- 
Mellon University and Roman 
Weil of the University of 
Chicago assert that realistic 
assumptions “imply taxes 50 
per cent to 75 per cent higher 
than current levels.” 

The SSS actuaries will not be 
able to avoid admitting some of 
this when they put out their new 
assumptions based on the 1970 
Census. 

The Kaplan-Weil argument is 
that the dynamics have wor- 
sened since 1970 and should be 
faced up to now. 

What's to be done? 

The first thing is that the 
public has to be told, by the 
ae that itis not possible 


to maintain the current rate 
schedule and benefit level. 

One or both have to be ad- 
justed. 

It is of vital importance that 
the public be told that most of 
the work force is now counting 
on the purchasing power that 
the current benefit levels yield 
for their retirement years. 

Congress may cringe at the 
idea of trimming these benefit 
levels, but sharp tax boosts 
won't be popular, either. 

Liberals will want to dip into 
the general fund to keep the 
system going a little longer, but 
within two or three years this 
method will be cleaning out the 
Treasury. 

All other ‘‘worthwhile’ 
government programs will have 
to be chopped out to sustain 
Social Security. 

That, too, appears 
politically impossible. 

Indeed, there are no 
politically appealing ways to 
straighten out this mess. But 
the longer the nation waits to do

WHEREAS, this 
Memorandum of Cooperative 
Understanding is executed by 
the parties hereto as a result of 
such meeting and for the pur- 
pose of establishing a 
cooperative relationship bet- 
ween the COUNCIL and 
AGENCY in order to enhance 
port development within the 
Metropolitan St. Louis area; 

NOW, THEREFORE, the 
parties in consideration of the 
premises herein stated agree as 
follows: 

ARTICLE! 
RESPONSIBILITIES 
OF COUNCIL 

The COUNCIL under the 
terms and conditions of this 
Memorandum. of Cooperative 
Understanding shall have the 
following responsibilites: 

1. Upon receipt of a financial 
underwriting commitment 
satisfactory to its Board of 
Directors, to prepare a regional 
port development plan, which 
shall include, among other 
things, the following: 

a. Identification of potential 
waterside development soe: 

b. Provide for necess. 
highway and-or rail access, aad 
support services such as power, 
sewage and water. 

c.. Preparation of existing 
land use inventory of the 
regional port including land use 
transportation and access 


utilities. 

d. Identification of areas 
suitable for additional barge 
fleeting. 

e. Identification of areas 
suitable for recreational use. 

f. Preparation of a 
topographic report to determine 
the physical constraints to 
future industrial development. 

2. To monitor the im: 
plementation of such port 
development plan, and to 
consider revisions or amend- 
ments thereto from time to time 
upon its own motion, or upon 
request of other interested 
parties. 

3. To continue the existence of 
its Port Development Task 
Force through the planning 
process. 

ARTICLE II 
RESPONSIBILITIES 
OF THE AGENCY 

1. AGENCY agrees that upon 
receipt of a financial un- 
derwriting commitment 
satisfactory to its Board of 
Commissioners to implement 
the port development activities 
undertaken by COUNCIL and 
AGENCY pursuant to this 
Agreement—which _ shall, 
without limitation, include 
construction, operation and 
maintenance or leasing to 
others for operation and 
maintenance, bridges, tunnels, 
airports, wharves, docks, 
harbors, warehouses, grain 
elevators, commodity and other 
storage facilities, passenger 
transportation facilities, and 
air, water, motor vehicle and 
other terminal facilities. 

2. AGENCY agrees to either 
jointly, with COUNCIL, or

c. Supporting all efforts to 
improve the general level of rail’ 
service provided in the regional 
area. 

3. AGENCY agrees to 
cooperate with COUNCIL, its 


staff and consultants, its task 
forces and other agencies of 
COUNCIL in the preparation 
andsimplementation of the 
COUNCIL’S Regional Port 
Development Plan and such 
additional plans set forth in 
Article 1. 

4. AGENCY also agrees that 
upon receipt of a financial 
underwriting commitment 
satisfactory to its Board of 
Commissioners to employ or 
contract for such managerial, 
engineering, legal, technical, 
clerical, accounting, ad- 
vertising, stenographic and 
other assistance as it may deem 
appropriate to accomplish the 
goals set forth in COUNCIL'S 
Regional Port Development 
Plan which shall without 
limitation, include a Regional 
Port Promotional function and 
a Regional Program to attract 
water related industries to the 
St. Louis Metropolitan area. 

ARTICLE II 
JOINT 
RESPONSIBILITIES

COUNCIL and AGENCY 
agree jointly or separately, as 
they ‘mutually deem ap- 
propriate: 

a. To accept gifts, grants, 
loans or contributions, from the 
United States of America, the 
states of Missouri and Illinois, 
political subdivisions, 
municipalities, foundation: 
other public or private agen: 
cies, individuals, partnerships 
or corporations, necessary to 
plan and implement the 
recommendations and 
programs of the parties for the 
development of COUNCIL'S

b, To cooperate with the 
governing bodies, staff and 
consultants and task forces of 
other public agencies and with 
industry, business, and labor in 
the planning and . im- 
plementation of COUNCIL'S

ARTICLE IV 
EFFECTIVE DATE 
AND TIME OF 
PERFORMANCE 

COUNCIL and AGENCY 
agree that the cooperative 
arrangement herein described 
shall take effect as of July 1,/ 
1974 and that the work on the 
plams and programs set forth 
herein which are within the

This Memorandum shall also” 
be deemed to be amended to

ARTICLE VI 
SEVERABILITY 

The agreements herein 
contained, and the respon- 
sibilities herein assumed, are 
separate and independent 
undertakings.

Study French 


Through the efforts of Claude 
Francis, associate professor of 
foreign languages ‘at Southern 
Illinois University at Edward- 
sville, several SIU language 
students are spending part of 
their summer quarter studying 
at the University of Sherbrooke 
in Quebec Province, Canada. 

The University of Sherbrooke 
is a French-speaking univer- 
sity. All courses are taught in 
French; none is taught in the 
English language. 

The junior level French 
majors began their summer 
quarter on the Edwardsville 
campus with two weeks of 
concentrated study of the 
French language. They 
produced their own radio and 
television shows in French, 
taping almost five hours of 
programming. 

At the University of Sher- 
brooke, the SIUE students were 
introduced to the literature of 
the French-speaking world (la 
Francophonie). They also are 
studying a drama course in 
French. For their studies here 
and in Canada, the French 
majors will receive 12 quarter 
hours of credit. 

“The biggest problem with 
learning another language is 
not having the chance to use 
what you have learned. Our 
program gives them a chance to 
use the language in a live 
situation,” said Prof. Francis. 

“It's a great feeling of ac- 
complishment for the students 
to be able to do their own 
shopping, to read the road 
signs, to attend and understand 
French-speaking movies. It’s 
communicating with a culture 
completely unknown to them.

widely dispersed, running along 
the eastern’ edges of both 
counties. Some of the population 
centers we might mention in 
this tier are jurisdictions such 
as Highland, Lebanon and 
Freeburg, again to name only a 
few of the more prominent 
examples that come to mind. 

In choosing a site for the 
Performing Arts and 
Exposition Facility, I would 
hope that the authority would 
keep the totality of the area in 
mind. 

If we are to have a center that 
will be responsive to the in- 
terests of all these com- 
munities, we want one that will 
be conveniently accessible to 
the great majority of the cities. 

That would mean considering 
the communities in the second 
and third tiers of the area, as 
well as the first. 

In other words, the Exposition 
Center should be-as accessible 
to Highland, Lebanon and Alton 
as it is from Belleville, Granite 
City and East St. Louis. 

In my considered judgment, 
which is not colored completely 
by personal civic pride, 
Edwardsville is the city which 
best meets these conditions of 
convenience and -accessibility, 
in terms of travel time and ease 
of movement. 

More important than the 
question of location may be one 
that weighs even more heavily 
on your minds. ~ 

Do we really need this 
proposed facility in the area? I 
don’t think you will have to hang 
in suspense very long to know 
my answer to that question, 

After fighting for years in the 
Senate to get the bill passed, it’s 
not very likely that Iam 
doubtful as to the importance of 
this facility to the area. 

Yes, we do need it. We need it, 
and we need it badly. 

People have often heard the 
term “convention center” as 
describing the kind of building 
the Performing Arts and 
Exposition Authority will 
construct and oversee. 

Perhaps some people think 
that we want to try to compete 
with the $28 million convention 
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center currently proposed for 
the City of St. Louis. 

Some others might think that 
we are trying to imitate 
McCormick Place in Chicago, 
just because we are trying to 
get back some of our money 
that is going to maintain that 
Cook County facility. 

Thope the Authority will come 
up witha plan that will meet our 
special needs. As some say, 
let’s do our own thing. 

What we need is a major 
public facility to provide for the 
wide variety of public needs 
here.at home. 

That would mean, for 
example, providing an at- 
tractive meeting place for local, 
smaller conventions for 
organizations that would be lost 
in the expansive spaces to be 
found in the St. Louis Center or 
McCormick Place. 

We are situated in an at- 
tractive, pleasant area, con- 
veniently located, yet not too far 
from the bright lights of St. 
Louis if the conventioneers 
might want to take the short trip 
across the river. 

More important are public 
needs that could be met that 
don’t have anything to do with 
conventions as such. 

We could provide an ice 
skating rink open to the 
public, which would also be 
adapted to intercollegiate 
and even minor league 
hockey. 

There could 
recreation fa 
use, again which could be 
adapted to intercollegiate 
basketball, wrestling, and 
important high s:hool tour- 
naments that would have 
major spectator value. 

Don't forget the performing 
arts aspect. Plans should 
include an auditorium for 
dramatic presentations, 
concerts and major public 
meetings. 

Let's look on this as a major 
civic center to serve as a focal 
point for the total community, 

We all need to get to know 
each other better. I want to see 
a place where this can happen. 
Cultural enrichment can be a 


major force for community 
understanding and cooperation. 

All this can be accomplished 
without adding a single cent to 
local burdens. What we 
want do is derive’ some 
benefit from taxes we are 


already paying. 
‘The parimutuel and cigarette 


taxes collected here funded a 
large part of the reconstruction 
of McCormick Place in Chicago. 

This has been accomplished 
by way of a complicated fun- 
ding mechanism which involves 
parimutuel taxes from tracks in 
our area, in addition to 
cigarette taxes statewide... 

Don’t we deserve to get Some 
return on the millions upon 
millions of dollars we have 
contributed to the recon- 
struction of McCormick Place? 

All we are asking is a 
reasonable share—not even our 
fair share—to build a facility 
that will be responsive to our 
needs.

‘Writing Clinic’ at SIUE 


Students at Southern Illinois 
University at Edwardsville who 
have trouble organizing term 
papers, rationales, or written 
projects can receive one-to-one 
tutorial help from the Writing 
Clinic, according to Barbara 
Lawrence, supervisor of the 
program. 

“We want to remind people 
we are here,”’ she said. The free 
services of the clinic are 
available to anyone enrolled at 


‘ the university, The services are 


provided for the student who 
has a paper due and needs help. 
“All he has to do is bring it in. 
He should also bring-‘in the 
written requirements for the 
paper. We go over it with him. 
We &heck the organization and 
development of the paper, the 
grammar, spelling and sen- 
tencq, structure,” said Miss 
Lawrénce. 

“We do not write or rewrite 
their papers for them, The 
students have to do that. At 
least we tell them what to do 
when they write or rewrite the 
paper. We don’t type them,”’ she 
added. 

Miss Lawrence pointed out 
that no enrollment or ap- 
spointment is necessary. “All 
they have to do is walk in with 
their papers," she said, ‘The 
service is free.’’ 

“We have several self- 
instruction programs that will 
upgrade a student's spelling, 
punctuation, or increase his 
vocabulary. We even have a 
program on paragraph 
building. You'd be surprised 
how many students have dif- 
ficulty in organizing or 
recognizing a paragraph,”’ she 

aid. 


There are also programs for 
students who, wish to improve 
their reading ability. 

The Writing Clinic, which 
opened in 1971, has been 
especially . helpful in aiding 
students who have been out of 
school for a number of years, 
foreign students attending the 
university who desire help with 
their English, and students
